The clause empowering the Gov- 
ernment to declare war was in- 
serted, it was believed to bolster 
the Soviet Union’s defensive alli- 
ances with France and other na- 
tions. Under the original draft war 
could have been declared only in 
case of “An armed attack against 


the Union of Socialist Soviet Repub- 
lics.” 
The Constitution as amended

ing out of mutual assistance pacts.”

Forty-three amendments. most 
of them of slight importance, were 
made to the original document.

Among the more important re- 
visions was one establishing two 
houses of Parliament of equal 
numbers to be elected by the di- 
rect vote of the people. 

Another guaranteed ownership 
of private property acquired by 
inheritance and made grants of 
land to peasants for their use for- 
ever free of charge. 

One of the major subjects in- 
volved in,this debate is the fact 
the new constitution protects pri- 
vate property. In the early days 
of the Soviet Union the state seized 
the bulk of the people’s rea! estate, 
though it did permit private own- 
ership of some small houses and 
then encouraged private construc- 
tion of small homes. Owners al- 
ways held the apprehension, how- 
ever, that this property would be 
confiscated sooner or later. The 
new constitution, in effect, guar- 
antees that private homes will re- 
main in the possession of their in- 
dividual owners. | 

No Private Industries. 

Private ownership of . industry 
still is not permitted, except where 
several persons are joined in a co- 
operative or where one man does 
all the work in a business. 

Under the new charter, equal 
suffrage is granted to all, includ- 
ing the clergy and the old nobility. 
Secret voting instead of a display 
of hands is provided for. 

Freedom of speech, the press, 
religious practices and public as- 
sembly are given—but observers 
are of the opinion these do not in- 
clude the right of attacking the 
system of government.

LONDON, . Dec. 5. — I've just 
learned the King. has made abso- 
lutely no ‘decision ‘to abdieate. The 


only’ decision he has made is that 
he wants to marry Mrs. Simpson 
and that he will not renounce that 
desire formally under any circum- 
stances. 

His love affair is now’ an empire 
political issue and his antagonists 
think there is no way out of the 
dilemma except by abdication. 
There should be a decision in 48 
hours, 

Will that end the crisis? I doubt 
it very much. Here is what is hap- 
pening now: 

The King is at Fort Belvedere, 
sitting tight and holding off in his 
final decision on whether to abdi- 
cate or further oppose Prime Min- 
ister Baldwin. The longer he can 
delay that decision, the greater the 
chances of public opinion rallying 
around him. 

Baldwin is sitting tight at No. 10 
‘Downing street. The embattled 
forces of church and state are 
deeply concerned over the result of 


.public opimion throughout the em- 
pire over Edward's proposed mar- 
riage to an American-born divorcee. 
That is the whole problem. 

As for Mrs, Simpson, she is sit- 
ting tight, too—in a motor car on 
her way to the Herman Rogers 
villa at Cannes. If she does not 
gain seclusion and rest, the Rog- 
erses, who have great wealth, will 
take Mrs. Simpson on their yacht 
to the ends of the world, if neces- 
sary, and Edward could go along. 
H@ is likely to follow Mrs. Simpson, 

Practically all the cards are 
against him. On the constitutional 
issue, the church issue and the 
flouting of conventions, he is in a 
tight corner; but he could still wage 
a tremendous constitutional battle 
if he wanted to do so. 

A friend of mine telephoned the 
King at Fort Belvedere a few min- 
utes ago. The King is in fine 
shape, cheerful and in good health. 
That is the situation at this minute, 
but anything still can happen. 

The Evening News, in its late edi- 
tion, gives an interview with Lord 
Rothermere which is a warning to 
the nation. He is quoted as saying: 
“You cannot smuggle the greatest 
living Englishman off the throne 
of England during the week-end.” 

This is an indication that public 
opinion may rally round the King.

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 5.—Strik- 
ing maritime workers gathered to- 
day for a mass demonstration by 
which they hope to enlist public 
sympathy for their walkout, now in 
its thirty-seventh day. ‘ 

Union leaders estimated 25,000 
men, women and children would 
march to the Civic Center for a 
mass meeting. Floats and sound 
trucks will be used to call attention 
to the issues in the strike, chief of 
which is control of hiring halls. 

Peace nego ns again were at 
a standstill, tant Secretary of 
Labor Edward F. McGrady indi- 
cated he might transfer his efforts 
to labor troubles elsewhere unless 
opposing sides here showed more 
inclination to get together. 

Situation on Gulf Coast. 

Hopes for peace in the separate 
strike of seamen and ships’ offi- 
cers on the Guif coast also dimin- 
ished when it was announced deck 
and engineering officers had voted 
to enter no agreement with employ- 
ers until they had reached an agree- 
ment with rank-and-file seamen. 

Violence broke out on the Hous- 
ton waterfront, where John Kane, 
@ seaman, was shot and seriously 
wounded. Wilbur Dickey, Interna- 
tional Seamen’s Union leader, who 
said he fired in self-defense, was 
mobbed and beaten, as were two 
companions. Dickey was rescued 
by police and charged with assault 
with intent to murder. 

Tieup in Northwest. 

The Northwest Mining Associa- 
tion was told last night by E. A. 
White of Tacoma, Wash., that the 
Tacoma smelter would shut down 
within 30 days unless marine ship- 
ping resumes. 

Dr. W. A. Schoenfeld of Oregon 
State College told grain producers 
at Heppner, Ore., that Pacific 
Northwest wheat growers stand to 
lose $12,000,000 to $15,000,000 this 
year because the strike has halted 
exporting. 

The first four weeks of the walk- 
out caused a 45.7 per cent loss in 
production, the West. Coast Lum- 
bermen’s Association reported in 
feattle. Lumber employes, laid off 
or working under reduced hours, 
lost $1,718,000 in wages, said the as- 
sociation. 

French Boyoott Ends. 

Indications were that a settlement 
would be reached in the dispute in- 
volving French dock workers and 
New York longshoremen. 

The French Government request- 
ed dockmen to work American 
ships, which they had boycotted in 
sympathy with the strike of New 
York rank-and-file seamen. 

Joseph P. Ryan, president of the 
International Longshoremen’s Asso- 
ciation, which is opposed to the 
Eastern strike, indicated New York 
stevedores would resume the work- 
ing of French ships which had been 
boycotted in reprisal for the French 
workers’ boycott of United States 
vessels, 

Ryan said he would help in an 
attempt to end the New York sea- 
men’s strike, an outgrowth of dis- 
gension within the International 
Seamen's Union.

EDWY THE FAIR LOST THRONE 
BECAUSE OF WOMAN IN 959 


First of Several Ousted Kings, He 
Wed Cousin Without Benefit of 
Clergy. 

By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 5.—If Edward 
VIII gives up his throne for a 
woman he won't be the first King 
of England to do so. King Edwy 
the Fair, who reigned from 955 to 
959, married a cousin, Ethelgiva, 
without benefit of clergy a year be- 
fore he took the throne. When he 
refused to give her up, the clergy, 
led by the famous St. Dunstan, 
seized her, burned Her face with hot 
irons and banished her to Ireland 
where she died of torture at the 
age of 18. Then they forced Edwy 
to abdicate and replaced him with 
his younger brother, Edgar. 

Henry II, who sat on the throne 
from 1154 to 1189, quit suddenly 
after a bit of trouble with his wife, 
Queen Eleanore, over Joan Clif- 
ford, the Fair Rosamond the poets

Edward II was forced to quit 
after reigning from 1807 to 1327. 
His wife, Queen Isabella of France, 
was bored with him. She had him 
murdered later.

English Press Demands the Facts 
From Baldwin; Further Comment 


London Times Wants Controversy Settled 
“Beyond Resurrection” —Laborite Herald 
Says People “Have No Time for Snobbery.”

LONDON, Dec. 5.—While the 
deadlock between King Edward and 
the Government continued with no 


apparent break today the English 
press clamored for information 
about the Simpson affair, 

“The Prime Minister's statement 
means an end to the ill~onsidered 
suggestion which hag been ad- 
vanced in some quarters,” said the 
conservative London Times refer- 
ring to Baldwin’s commons state- 
ment, yesterday. 

“This is not a matter in which 
this or that view can be identiifed 
with rich or poor, peer or plebian, 
clergy or laymen,” the newspaper 
continued, 

It cited the cheers which greeted 
Baldwin’s declaration as evidence 
that special legislation “could not 
possibly be passed even if it were 
introduced or, at least, that § it 
could not be passed without oppo- 
sition, which would defeat its one 
excuse—that it might restore the 
monarchy to its former position 
above all danger of parliamentary 
and social controversy, 

Popular Backing for Cabinet. 

"The attitude taken up by the 
Government is supported by all do- 
minion governments and by people 
of every class and every profession, 
.» » There ig a widespread desire 
not only that this profoundly dis- 
turbing difficulty should be rapid- 


‘ly settled but that once settled it 


should have neither repercussions 
nor resurrection.” 

Of the opposite opinion, the lib- 
eral Daily Express asserted: 

“We cannot afford to lose the 
King. We cannot let him give up 
the throne,” 

The conservative Canadian Press, 
serving newspapers in the domini- 
on, reported: “King Edward's vol- 
untary abdication looms near.” 

“The views of the dominion gov- 
ernments, the Canadian Press: is 
authoritatively informed,” the agen- 
cy said, “are dead against the mar- 
riage, either morganatically or oth- 
erwise, Their opposition is not 
based on the fact she is a common- 
er and an American... It is based 
rather on the fact that Mrs. Simp- 
son has two divorced husbands 
still living.”

This maxim is especially applicable 


to the present crisis in England in- 


the Government and the prosperity 
of Great Britain, but the status of 


the ganglion of the vast British Em- 


pire, situated in London, with the 
far-flung colonies which complete 
the map of the British Empire. 

On the face of it, the crisis is no 
more than the ancient difficulty of 
King Cophetua, who solved his 
problem by marrying the beggar 
maid. For under the present gov- 
ernmental system of the British Em- 
pire, the common-law right of a 
sane man to Marry a sane woman 
is hedged abgut by the clause in the 
marriage ceremony bidding objec- 
tors to the nuptials to state their 
case or “ever thereafter to hold 
their peace.” 

Real Point at Issue. 


The real point at issue, and the 
eventual decision as to the right of 
the titular sovereign to make his 
own choice, is closely bound up with 
the socia] and governmental system 
of Great Britain, in contra-distince 
tion to the government of the vari- 
ous dependencies in the British Em- 
pire. ’ 

What might be called the inter- 
national government of the empire 
is centered in Parliament, or rather 
in the House of Commons, which 
has for more than a century assert- 
ed ita right practically to overrule 
the House of Lords; and the House 
of Commons has no members from 
the dominions and dependencies. 
Since the House of Lords has long 
since ceased to claim the right to 
refuse assent to a bill passed by the 
Commons, practically the decision 
in empire affairs is in the hands of 
a majority of the Commons. 

Who elects the Commons? Mem- 
bers of usually two parties, includ- 
ing representatives of the great 
manufacturing and commercial 
cities; in recent decades members 
appear representing labor constitu- 
encies. For practical purposes of 
government, an understanding tis 
reached betw’en the two houses by 
the House of Lords ceasing to con- 
tend against the Commons, to avolid 
deadlocks. 


Precedent of 100 Years. 


No king for a hundred years has 
refused to be bound by recorded ac- 
tion of parliament, and in such 
questions ag that of the marriage 
of the King the leaders in the two 
houses practically make decisions, 
Just now they appear to have de- 
cided that they will not act with 
the particular sovereign who in- 
sists on marrying a particular lady. 

But if the King may persist in 
a marriage which would dislocate 
the social organization “of England 
in “high life,” he may also assert 
a royal authority which by custom, 
not by statute, has practically been 
abandoned. 3 

If the King can marry whether 
or no, he can cross swords with par- 
liament on other questions. Per- 
hapmif the lady were a Duchess in 
her own right, or the widow of a 
distinguished commoner, the 
would nevertheless persist; but nat- 
urally he would persist in other 
matters less personal. 


Factors in the Situation. 


To the outsider across the sea, the 
real question at issue is whether the 
present representative of a race of 
sovereigns, who since the end of the 
revolutionary war have taken their 
cue from parliament, is to be re- 
placed by kings in their own right, 
The British Empire could never 
have been brought together and 
probably could not be held together 
on the basis that the King may veto 
a statute or establish a new princi- 
ple of authority.

GAMBLING CHARS 


Franklin Miller Says Fixed-

HE DEFENDS COURSE

States He Has Heard ‘‘No 
Wild Clamor” for Send- 
ing Slot Machine Owners 
to Prison. 


Circuit Attorney Franklin Miller, 
after reading the September-term 
grand jury’s report, in preparation 


‘of which he had no. direct part, dis- 


cussed with a Post-Dispatch re 


\"| porter the part of the report relat- 


ing to present methods of enforc- 
ing the laws against gambling. 

As told yesterday, the grand jury 
assailed the present system of ac- 
cepting pleas and imposing fines 
on a fixed scale, in gambling cases, 
as “insincere” and approaching “the 
ultimate in silliness.” If gambling 
establishments cannot be clos d by 
law, the report declared, a system 
of licensing and legal supervision 
would be preferable to present, con- 
ditions. 

While the offenses of s@tting up 
a gambling device and acting as 
custodian of a bet are felonies, 
punishable by imprisonment up to 
five years, such cases’ have been 
settled by pleas of guilty to lesser 
offenses, and fines of $50 in device 
cases and $250 in bet-custody cases, 
which is, in effect, a system of 
licensing. 

Miller’s View of Conditions. 

Circuit Attorney Miller said that 
the condition of which the grand 
jury complained could be attributed 
to two things—inadequacy of the 
present laws, and unwillingness of 
juries to send anyone to prison for 
offenses of this nature. 

The defect in the laws could be 
remedied by the Legislature, he 
said, though he mentioned the fact 
that recent attempts at amendment 
have been in the direction of mak- 
ing the laws less severe, rather 
than making them more effective. 
What could be done to change the 
disposition of juries, members of 
which frequently are not averse to 
placing a bet or playing a slot ma- 
chine themselves, he did not sug- 
gest. 

“In relation to handbook cases,” 
the prosecutor said, “the present 
law is lamentably weak. It needs 
amendment, so that persons could 
be reached for operating a gambling 
establishment. At present, it is not 
an offense to run a handbook shop, 
but only to be custodian of a bet. 
To make such a case, there must 
be evidence by a participant of the 
placing and acceptance of the bet 
and the passing of money. It is not 
enough for a policeman to testify 
that he saw a bet placed and ac- 
cepted. 

“Our experience in these cases 
is that, when juries aré called, they 
do not wish to send anyone to jail 
for making or taking a bet. The 
reason may be that many who sit 
on juries make bets themselves. The 
result is that juries inflict nom- 
inal fines or let the defendants 
walk out free. 

Juries Responsible, He Says. 

“That experience with juries re- 
sulted in the plan to accept pleas 
of guilty, in bet-custody cases, to 
the lesser offense of permitting bet- 
ting on the premises. Those plead- 
ing guilty in this manner have been 
fined, in first-offense cases, $250, 
which is not the minimum fine pro- 
vided by law—the minimum would 
be $50. For the second offense, the 
fine inflicted on a plea of guilty 
is $500. 

“As to slot machines, I have not 
heard of any wild clamor that their, 
operators be sent to the peniten- 
tiary. In these cases, where the 
charge is setting up a gambling de- 
vice, persons have been permitted 
to plead guilty to permitting opera- 
tion of such a device on the prem- 
ises. We tried to fix the fine in 
such cases at $100, but when judges 
cut our recommendations to $50, we 
followed suit, so as to treat all 
cases alike. 

“All money received from these 
gambling fines goes to the Board 
of Education. About $67,000 has 
been turned over to the _ schools 
from this source in the eight years 
I have been in office. 

“Recently attempts have been 
made in the Legislature to take 
gambling offenses entirely out of 
the felony classification. If an 
such attempt should succeed, the 
result would be a lower scale of 
fines than at present.”

ELECTION OFFICIAL HAS PLAN 
TO INSURE SECRECY OF BALLOT 


Would Have Serial Numbers Under 
Seals Removable Only in Con- 
tests or by Grand Jury. 

In connection with suggestions 


that State election laws be changed 
to insure secrecy of the ballot, 
James T. Standing, 4849A ‘St. Louis 
avenue, elevator engineer and for- 
mer Democratic precinct election 
official, has prepared a plan for a 
ballot which he believes would guar- 


antee secrecy. He is considering 
submitting the idea to the Board 
of Election Commissioners and also 
requesting a member of the State 
Legislature to introduce a bill au- 
thorizing the use of the ballots in 
Missouri elections, when the Legis- 
lature convenes Jan. 6. 

Under Standing’s plan, printed se- 
rial numbers on the ballots would 
be concealed by seals and removal 
of the seals would be permitted 
only in case of grand jury investi- 
gations, election contests or other 
cases where it might be necessary 
to ascertain how a certain person 
voted. Precinct officials would be 
prohibited from ‘writing numbers 
on the backs of the ballots, as they 
do now, thus preventing any offi- 
cial from comparing the written 
number with the same number op- 
posite the voter’s name in the poll 
books, and so tracing the vote. Two 
tabs would be attached to the lower 
end of the ballots, one, containing 
the names of the precinct judges, 
"to be retained by the voter, and 
the other, containing the voter's 
name and address, to be retained 
by the Election Board. 

Each voter, under the plan, would 
sign his own name on the ballot 
tab, thus enabling precinct offi- 
cials to compare that signature 
with his signature in the registra- 
tion books, and detect any attempt 
at fraudulent voting.

Fred Brandstetter, 46 years old, 
was shot in the right shoulder 
shortly after 6:30 o’clock this morn- 
ing as he fled from three police- 
men near Central Industrial avenue 
and the Missouri Pacific Railroad 
tracks. 

Brandstetter, when captured, ad- 
mitted, police said, that he was the 


man who recently annoyed women 
on their way to early mass at St. 
Bernard’s Church, Gratiot street 
and Hawk avenue. Three women 
and the janitor of the church iden- 
Patrolman Edward Dietz, sta- 
tioned. near the church because of 
complaints received from the wom- 
en, questioned Brandstetter when 
he alighted from a street car at 
Sarah and Gratiot streets. Brand- 
stetter, after answering the police- 
man’s first questions, turned and 
ran. Other officers in a scout car 
who were in the neighborhood 
joined them in the chase. They 
fired eight shots, some of them in 
the air, before Brandstetter was 
wounded. . 

The wound was slight and after 
treatment at the City Hospital 
Brandstetter was taken to the New- 
stead Avenue Police Station. He 
told police he been sentenced 
to three months: the Workhouse 
last March for annoying women 
and had served a jail sentence in 
New York for a similar offense. He 
gave an address in the 3300 block 
of Clara avenue, 


CHARGES OF CONSPIRACY 
TO ABDUCT CHILD DROPPED 


Charges of conspiracy to kidnap, 
against Walter McDonald of Evans- 
ville, Ind., and his stepdaughter, 
Miss Laura Herman, 18 years old, 
were dropped yesterday when they 
pleaded guilty of vagrancy at Hast 
St. Louis. They were sentenced to 
six months in penal institutions by 
Justice of the Peace W. W. Hinder- 
berger, but the sentences were 
stayed on condition that they leave 
St. Clair County and abandon ef- 
forts to get possession of Miss Her 
man’s 13-year-old sister, Virginia. 

McDonald and Miss Herman were 
arrested Nov. 27 after an East St, 
Louis woman told police they had 
offered her $5 to help them abduct 
Virginia from the home of her 
adopted parents, Mr. and Mrs. I, 
W. Holcomb, 5610 Warren street 
East St. Louis. Juvenile authorities 
said it was the fifth attempt they 
had made to get the child, since 
adoption after the death of her fa- 
ther, Cabanies Herman, in a fire 
about two years ago. 

The former Mrs. Herman mar 
ried McDonald about a year ago, 
She had been separated from Her- 
man for several years before his 
death, and the father had received 
custody of both daughters. When 
Herman died, Laura returned to her 
mother and Virginia was adopted 
by the Holcombs. Several months 
ago McDonalc obtained a court or- 
der at Evansville for the return of 
Virginia, but Eas‘ St. Louis au- 
thorities declined to honor it. A 
lawyer representing the Evansville 
Bar Association, appeared yesterday 
for the defendants, and told the 
court that the order was issued un- 
‘der a misapprehension and would 
be withdrawn.

SYMPHONY PLAYS 
HAYDN AND SIBELIUS. 


All-Orchestral Program Given 
—Early German Chorale 
Performed. 


By THOMAS B. SHERMAN. 


LAYING without collaboration 

of soloist, the St. Louis Sym- 

phony Orchestra gave a_ thor- 
oughly stimulating and enjoyable 
concert yesterday afternoon at the 
Municipal Auditorium. The pro- 
gram prepared by Conductor Viadi- 
mir Golschmann was of an incon- 
testably superior quality and the 
playing of the orchestra was such 
as to fulfill all the essential de 
mands of the music. It was one 
of the shortest concerts of the sea- 
son. It also was one of the rich- 
est in substance, variety and con- 
trast. 

Starting with a choral prelude by 
Samuel Scheidt, a German musician 
who died betore Sebastian Bach 
was born, the program offered in 
addition two symphonies, one the 
London symphony by Haydn and 
the other the Sibelius symphony No. 
1 in E minor. 

The chorale, which was played 
in an excellent arrangement by 
Leonidas Leonardi, a composer who 
once directed an orchestra at the 
Missouri Theater, was a moving eéx- 
ample of early German liturgical 
gong. The special virtue of the ar- 
rangement lay in its adherence to 
the noble simplicity of the material 
and to the way in which the color 
and volume of the orchestra were 
used to provide a sustained, organ- 
like quality. Mr. Golschmann’s di- 
rection and the orchestra's per- 
formance were sympathetic and 
technically without any noticeable 


flaw. 
The Haydn Symphony. 

The best playing of the afternoon, 
however, was reserved for the 
Haydena symphony. Here the or- 
chestra achieved that difficult com- 
bination of liveliness and poise 
without which a Haydn symphonic 
work would necessarily lose much 
of its significance. But with the 
choirs playing in.to each other in 
something of the spirit of a string 
quartet and with a steady, unhur- 
ried pulse sustaining the internal 
play of humor, poetic gravity and 
uninhibited lyricism, the fortunate 
listener could be charmed—so to 

—at his ease. 

The Sibelius symphony offered 
about as direct a contrast to the 
shapely contours of Haydn as could 
be imagined and, as a consequence, 
stirred up a whole differeut set of 
emotions in the audience.

PARIS, Dec. 5.—Premier Blum 
told the Chamber of Deputies today 
that if a military dictatorship in 
Spain should be linked to dictator- 
ship in Italy or Germany, it would 
be “a menace to peace,” and disqui- 
eting “to French security.” My 

The Premier rose to address the 
chamber after his Government had 
won unexpected support from 
Rightist leaders, who indicated 
they would support Blum’s foreign 
policy. 

Foreign Minister Yvon Delbos 
told the Chamber yesterday that 
France soon would propose at 
Geneva “a practical plan for re- 
duction of armaments which will 
in clude provisions for publicity on 
military expenditures and limita- 
tion of air forces.” 

A spectai object of the disarma- 
ment plan would be elimination of 
“the most immediate and most dan- 
gerous possibilities of aggression,” 
he declared. 

He said the plan would be ad- 
dressed to nations outside the 
League as well as in it. 

e disarmament proposal, he 

id, will not be a theoretical ap- 
peal, but a practical plan addressed 


as responsible for silence as for ac-‘ 
ceptance or rejection.” 
Pledge to Britain. 

Retalling that Great Britain had 
pledgéd to support France in the 
event of attack for which France 
was not responsible, Delbos an- 
nounced: 

“I declare similarly that all the 
forces of France, on land, sea and 
air, would spontaneously and imme- 
diately be used for the defense of 
Great Britain against unprovoked 
aggression.” 

Such help also would be given 
Belgium, he said. 

Democratic nations of the world, 
Delbos asserted, are unanimously 
determined “to defend peace with 
all their energy and force against 
those who menace it.” 

France harbors no animosity 
against any country, however, he 
added, and hopes for rapprochment 
with Nazi Germany and improve- 
ment of relations with Fascist 
Italy. 

French-Italian relations, Delbos 
said, are “under a shadow,” due to 
“the care France took to fulfill her 
duty to the League of Nations.” 

“Nothing:in our attitude should 
cause disquiet in Germany,” he 
added. “We contest none of her 
legitimate rights. We have no de- 
sign of preponderant influence or 
encirclement. 

“We seek only a common ground 
for co-operation—notably for eco- 
nomic renovation and disarma- 
ment.” 

Invitation to Germany. 

He invited Germany to join in a 
proposed new Locarno pact to re- 
place the agreement for Western 
European security which Germany 
denounced in remilitarizing the 
Rhineland last March. 

France still adheres to the in- 
ternational pact for non-interven- 
tion in Spain, the Foreign Minister 
said, and recognizes only the Span- 
ish Socialist Government. 

The influx of foreign volunteers 
to Spain “has reached such propor- 
tions and character,” Delbos de- 
clared, “that one must ask whether 
the nations are not endangered with 
becoming engaged and whether this 
is not as serious as shipment of 
arms.” 

Communist Deputies made 
sharp attack on the Government's 
policy of non-intervention in the 
Spanish civil war, asserting it in- 
creased rather than minimized the 
danger of a general European 
struggle. 

Gabriel Peri, a Communist Dep- 
uty, said the international “hands 
off Spain” agreement provided a 
screen for German and Italian op- 
erations in Spain and the Mediter- 
ranean, creating a new menace to 
France on the south.

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CIRCUIT COURT 
TO DECIDE POINT 


Superintendent Gerling In- 
dicates That Injunction 
Would Greatly Delay 
Building Program. 


Much of the questioning of execu- 
tive officers of the Board of Edu- 
cation, in depositions yesterday in 

_ behalf of the Negro plaintiffs in 
: the suit to prevent the board from 
; erecting a Negro elementary school 
on the Vashon High School grounds, 
revolved around the refusal of the 
board to give objectors a hearing 
at the November meeting. 

The transcript of the board’s pro- 
ceedings at this meeting, at which 
contracts for the building were 
awarded, formed the best evidence 


of what transpired concerning the 
refusal of a hearing, Special Com- 
missioner Ernest A. Green ruled. 
Under the law he could not order 
such a record produced before him, 
but counsel for the board offered 
to permit the plaintiffs’ lawyers to 
examine the transcript. 

However, George L. Vaughn, Ne- 
gro Justice of the Peace, who ques- 
tioned the witnesses as an attorney 
for. the plaintiffs, was not satisfied 
qi and requested certification to Cir- 
—J cuit Court of the commissioner's 
=e ruling that he could not question 
the witnesses about the background 
of the board’s denial of a hearing. 
The Circuit Court will decide this 
point before depositions are re- 
sumed next Friday. There was no 
formal action by the board on the 
request for a hearing, the President 
merely. announcing that a poll 
showed the majority of members 
opposed to it. 

In the course of argument on the 
point, Vaughn asserted that a num- 
ber of the Negroes who attended 
the board meeting were unaware 
that the site was being approved 
and contracts awarded, because of 
the manner in which board business 
customarily is handled. 


Gerling Among Witnesses. 

Witnesses heard were Superin- 
tendent of Instruction Henry J. 
Gerling, Secretary-Treasurer Philip 
J. Hickey and Building Commis- 
sioner ~George W. Sanger, com- 
prising the Sites Committee, of 
which Dr. Gerling is chairman. As 
has been told, the injunction suit 
objected to the site on the high 
schoo] grounds as unsuitable and in- 
sufficient. 

Hickey testified, in effect, that 
the board did not pass on the hear- 
ing question at any official meet- 
ing, but that he heard the matter 
discussed at the usual dinner of 
board members and officers preced- 
ing the November meeting. Emmet 
T. Carter, attorney for the board, 
and James E. Garstang, associated 
with him in the case, argued that 
only the record of what happened at 
the formal meeting was admissible 
in evidence. 

Formal action on the location by 
the Sites Committee was taken 
about 10 days before the proposal 
was submitted to the Instruction 
Committee Nov. 2, Dr. Gerling testi- 
fied. Vaughn sought to have him 
admit that the decision actually 
was made about four months ago. 
The superintendent replied that the 
officers had agreed some time ago 
this was a good site, but did not 
finally pass on it. While prepara- 
tion of plans began in the mean- 
time, he explained, they were vir- 
tually identical with those for the 
new Garfield School. and might 
have been used with little change 
at any location. Vaughn called at- 
tention to the fact that Sanger had 
advertised for bids in October, be- 
fore the board acted on the selec- 
tion. 

An inquiry Oct. 30 from Henry D. 
Espy, local president of the Nation- 
al Association for the Advancement 
of Colored People, was broughf into 
the case. He asked Hickey, in a let- 
ter, whether the board proposed to 
use the Vashon site. Dr, Gerling 
replied voluntarily, telling of high 
prices asked for other sites, unsuit- 
ability of some other piaces and the 
desire to put the new school near 
the high school and the new Vashon 
Playgroud, opened by the city. 
As to whether the board intended to 
use the Vashon site, he continued in 
his letter, “I am obliged officially

Dr. Gerling disclosed that ‘the 
Sites Committee, in addition to 
seeking property of the Public Ser- 
vice Co. adjoining Vashon High and 
the playground for the grade-school 
location, had considered three other 
locations—at the southwest corner 
of Laclede and Cardinal avenues; on 
the north side of Laclede; also east 
of Garrison avenue, facing the high 
school. Cost or  undesirability 
rle dthese out, he said. 

Question of Accommodation. 

He was questioned at length in an 
appaent effort to show that the 
proposed new school would be in- 
sufficient to accommodate pupils of 
the Waring School, now using the 
portables on the Vashon grounds 
and an old building at Ewing and 
Laclede avenues, butt he explained, 
in effect, that there would be a re- 
arrangement of the ‘sehool popula- 
tion of the vicinity. 

Hickey said the Sites Committee 
sought to provide a reasonable area 
per pupil. He related that proxim- 
ity to the playground, accessibility 
of auditorium, gymnasium and shop 
facilities at the high school for ele- 
mentary pupils, and monetary con- 
siderations entered into the selec- 
tion of the Vashon site. “We felt,” 
he said, “the board was justified in 
not spending tremendous amounts 
of money where useful and desira- 
ble facilities were already avail- 
able.” 

The board had no arrangement 
with the city for use of Vashon 
Playground, but for years has had 
a tacit understanding for using 
municipal playgrounds where 
needed, and a number of schools 
have been utilizing them, Hickey 
said. There has been no difficulty 
over control of pupils when on city 
property, he declared, conceding 
that the board had’ no authority 
to kecp any citizen off a ‘city play- 
ground. The objectors have as- 
serted the grade school pupils 
might be placed in contact with 
objectionable persons on the play- 
ground. 

Sanger testified that the Vashon 
location was selected about four 
months ago. He expressed the 
opinion that the proposed school 
would have sufficient play space 
on the grounds.

Six Hundred *Stay-in’ Workers 
Leave Plant, Vote-for 
Settlement.

DETROIT, Dec. 5.—The seven- 


day “stay-in” strike of United Au- 
tomobile Workers of America at 
the Detroit plant of the Midland 
Steel Products Co. ended late yes- 


terday with a settlement which the 
union said was a victory for the 
workers. — : 

Acceptance of a peace proposal 
was announced by Joseph M. Ja- 
cobs, general counsel er the union, 
who ‘said the company agreed to 
abolish the piece work system as 
soon as possible, and promised 
workers a 45-hour work week with 
time and a half for overtime after 
an eight-hour day, and upward wage 
adjustments. He said the company 
also agreed to meet union represen- 
tatives on grievances and that there 
would be no discrimination against 
strikers. 

Union officers said the agreement 
provides “an average wage increase 
of 13 to 14 per cent over rates pre- 
vailing when negotiations started.” 
They said the steel plant employes 
expected to return to work Monday. 

The vote on settlement was tak- 
en after 600 strikers, who had re- 
mained inside the plant since last 
Friday, marched out of the building 
and went to union headquarters. 

Resumption of operations at the 
Midland plant is expected to result 
in immediate reopening of the as- 
sembly lines at the four divisions 
of the Chrysler Motor Corporation 
and the Lincoln-Zephyr division of 
the Ford Motor Co. which were 
closed because of a shortage of au- 
tomobile frames manufactured by 
Midland. 

Only a few hours before the Mid- 
land dispute was settled another 
strike was called in Michigan by 
the same union. About half of the 
600 employes of the Kawneer Co. 
plant at Niles struck at noon. The 
concern produces windows, window 
frames and other fixtures for sev- 
eral large automobile companies, 
among them the Studebaker cor- 
poration and the Yellow Cab Co,

that caused the most trouble in 
the past season—those involving 
forward pass interference and the 
kicking of a free ball. 

But. coaches, responding to an 
Associated Press poll, also suggest- 
ed changes in many other rules, 
including those affecting the use 
of the shift, the point after iouch- 
down, substitutions, and the later- 
al pass. 

Jimmy Crowley of Fordham and 
Duquesne officials are concerned 
over the 15-yard penalty exacted 
when the cu:ensive team, after 
shifting, fails. to pause a full sec- 
ond before putting the ball in play. 
Fordham lost more than 100 yards 
in the St. Mary’s game for infrac- 
tions of this rule and Duquesne 
lost as ‘much or more in the De- 
troit game.

If 
the resignation is accepted, the 
choice of a chairman will devolve 
on the committee. The successor 
need not be a member. 

Hamilton said he would view the 
committee's decision impersonally 
and asked the members to take 
whatever action they believed to be 
for the best party interests. He 
said the meeting was fixed for an 
early date because Congress will

The capacity 
of the Arena with seats at its base 
is 21,000, but last night the Council 
said there was a crowd of 25,000 
persons present, including the mem- 
bers of the circus.

Magnificent Relic of Ancient Amer- 
ica Was Found by Mexican Arch- 
eogolists in Old Pyramid.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 5. — The 

first color motion pictures ever 

made of the richly-decorated 1000- 


year-old “Jaguar Throne” of the 
Maya Indians of Central America 
were shown to members of the Na- 
tional Geographic Society last 
night. 

Dr. Sylvanus Morley, archeologist 
of the Carnegie Institution, said the 
throne of the ruler of Chichen-Itza, 
was “the most.spectacular and im- 
portant single specimen from the 
life of ancient America ever 
found.” The find was made by 
Mexican archeologists who pene- 
trated through an outside pyramid 
into an inner one which inclosed 
the jeweled seat. Other archeol- 
ogists hed overlooked the pile of 
stones for many years. 

Carved life-size from limestone 
and painted mandarin red, the 
Jaguar is inset with 73 matched 
pieces of apple-green jade to repre 
sent its spots, and it has a blue tur- 
quoise design on its back. Large 
half-spheres of jade form the eyes.

Plans of the St. Louis Medical 
Society for a Central Hospital and 
Clinic Admitting Bureau, to co 
ordinate admitting departments of 
hospitals and clinics in community 
health service; were outlined in the 
current weekly bulletin of the so- 
ciety, issued tgday. — 

The bureau, as proposed, would 


supervise selection of patients to 
receive free or partly free medical 
care, with the degree of the pa- 
tient’s dependency to be deter- 
mined on the basis of ability to pay, 


North 
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and existing policies to be continued 
until changed by common agree- 
ment. 


In presenting a detailed report 
of the society’s Bureau Organiza- 
tion Committee, headed by E. G. 
Steger, executive director of United 
Charities. Dr. Lee D. Cady, presi- 
dent of the medical society, said: 

“At last the medical society is 
beginning to see some tangible evi- 
dence of the beginning of realiza- 
tion of a social ambition—charity 
medical, dental and hospital serv- 
ice for the worthy, the exclusion 
of the unworthy. This great prob- 
jem is of community interest and 
the Bureau should be of and for 
the community, not for medical so- 
ciety, nor for hospital or clinic, nor 
organized charity, but for all.” 


Some Hospitals Object. 


Some hospitals already have ob- 
jected to the plan, the 
Post-Dispatch has learned, without 
full explanation of their motives, 
and one of the medical schools may 
object also. 

Dr. Cady said it had been esti- 
mated that adoption of the plan 
will save annually between $200,- 
000 and $300,000 of charity and tax 
funds which otherwise might go di- 
rectly or indirectly to the unwor- 
thy. 

“In my opinion,” he said to the 
Post-Dispatch, “the Central Admit- 
ting Bureau will put charity funds 
for medical purposes under better 
scrutiny by the public, which pays 
the bills, and it should serve to pro- 
tect interests of the medical and 
dental professions, donors to char- 
ity, taxpayers and the worthy indi- 
gent needing medical care.” 


Stating the plan “pre-supposes 
community payment for medical ser- 
vices rendered as over against the 
operating cost deficit payment now 
followed,” the Organization Com- 
mittee says in the bulletin the pur- 
pose is “to render within limita- 
tions of our hospital and clinic re- 
sources the highest possible quality 
of health service to the largest num- 
ber of people in this service area 
in such a way that the medical and 
dental schools will at the same time 
be amply supplied with teaching 
material.” 

Would Avoid Duplication. 


Duplication of services would be 
prevented through use of the So- 
cial Service Exchange; supervision 
would rest with the bureau and 
would, it is pointed out, be effec- 
tive only so far as voluntarily ac- 
cepted; distribution of patients 
among hospitals would be based on 
various elements, including the pa- 
tient’s preference, religious affilia- 
tion, and particular needs, and also. 
teaching requirements. Distribu- 
tion should not be based, it is 
urged, on a division of free care by 
public institutions’and part-pay care 
by voluntarily supported institu- 
tions. 


Going on to discuss financing, 
the Organization Committee says 
participating institutions would be 
expected to apply endowment for 
free care under the same conditions 
prevailing when the community 
pays through United Charities. Pay- 
ments to hospitals and clinics would 
be made on the basis of monthly 
reports audited by the bureau. 
Part-pay collections from patients 
would be made by the Medical-Den- 
tal Bureau or by any other system 
protecting the rights of the public 
through United Charities. 

Representation in the bureau, it 
is suggested, should be given to the 
hospitals and clinics as groups, the 
Dental and Medical Associat

All of London’s printing presses 
could not pour out newspapers 
enough to supply the demand; no 
such demand for news since the 
armistice. The British Cabinet and 
Empire forget all about war now; 
they have something interesting to 
discuss. 

England’s dominions, Canada, 
Australia, South Africa, are more 
excited about the proposed royal 
wedding than Stanley Baldwin him- 
self, perhaps because they are a 
little more “middle-class” than the 
mother country. 


The old London Times simply can- 
not “abide” the notion of the King 
marrying a divorced lady, with two 


. former husbands living. 


Yet Lord Astor, who owns the 
London Times, is himself married 
to a divorced lady, and a very 
charming one, also an American.

Of the American lady in question, 
it may be said that if she marries 
the King and-has children, they will 
not be afflicted with hemophilia 
and run the risk of bleeding to 
death, following a pin scratch. That 


will be an improvement on some 
other royal marriages. 
Hysteria caused by the King’s 


proposed marriage reminds you of 
the sudden appearance of a cat 
among happy mice. Queen Mary 
threatens to go into seclusion. The 
King’s brother, the Duke of York, 
who might take the King’s place if 


he abdicated, thinks about going 
into voluntary exile. Perhaps he 
does not want to be King. Mrs. 


Simpson wisely leaves England for 
the Continent. 


It has been suggested that all this 
trouble could have been avoided had 
the King decided to marry the 
daughter of Haile Selassie, recently 
Emperor of Ethiopia. She is of 
royal blood, so ancient as to make 
European Kings look like parve- 
nus, : 

Her father says he can prove that 
he descends in a direct line from 
King Solomon. He does not, of 
course; in the course of history 
many Kings have been mistaken 
on that point of direct descent. 

Above all, Haile Selassie’s daugh- 
ter would have the great advantage 
of NOT being an American. 


In Canada, “churchmen asserted 
that the King’s association with 
Mrs. Simpson tended to weaken 
the moral fiber of his subjects.” 

That must be a feeble fiber. What 
about the various, doubtless highly 
moral, but extremely intimate “lady 
friends” of the present King’s 
grandfather, Edward VII? What 
happened to Canada’s fiber under 
that King? 

Foolishness has often ruined great 
states, and no empire in recent his- 
tory has made a more foolish exhi- 
bition of itself than the present ex- 
hibition by the British Empire. Does 
the British public not understand 
that it is better to have a content-

Y old dog died today and I 

M don’t feel much like writing

For instance, 
about eating 
meat. We hear 


a lot about the 
harm that meat 
eating does tothe 


body, how it 
shortens life. 
Well, now, my 


dog was 14 years 
old, which is pret- 
ty old for a dog, 
and if you can calculate,as they say 
you can, 10 years of a man’s life 
for one year of a dog’s, he would 
correspond to a man 140 years old. 
He practically never ate anything 
else but meat, and it certainly 
didn’t shorten his life. The vege- 
tarians may say in answer that 
dogs are naturally carnivorous and 
their bodies adapted to meat eating. 
But not more so, or at least little 
more so, than man. The structures 
that make for a carnivorous type 
of digestion are the ripping canine 
teeth and the short digestive canal. 
A dog’s digestive canal is only 4% 
times as long as his body, com- 
pared to the 24 times of an her- 
bivorous animal like the sheep. 
But, then, man’s digestive canal is 
nine times as long as his trunk, 
neck and head, which makes him 
look more like a carnivorous than 
an herbivorous animal. 


Nor did the meat eating cause 
any degeneration of his heart or 
arteries. Such degenérations have 
been reported by experimental re- 
search workers by feeding meat to 
rabbits and rats. It may be so 
with them, but not with dogs or 
men. And he didn’t have any 
rheumatism from his meat eating 
either. And certainly the tissues 
of the bones and joints and ar- 
teries are exactly the same in dogs 
and men,

As a matter of fact each and 
every bid was reasonably sound. 
North’s fourth hand opening was 
pretty light, it is true, but not un- 
conscionably so.

EST opened the spade six and 

when dummy appeared, the de- 

clarer felt far from happy. The 
jack was taken by East’s king, and 
the spade ten was returned. Now 
there was no certain side entry for 
dummy’s heart suit, even if it could 
be established. ‘Declarer despair- 
ingly led to his diamond ace and 
took the heart finesse, which suc- 
ceeded, but after that he never was 
able to make more than his other 
ace, and the contract went down 
two tricks, 1000 points. 

Declarer had missed a great .op- 
portunity. With dummy’s only cer- 
tain side entry gone after the open- 
ing lead, and with the queen of 
diamonds appearing in a vulner- 
able position, since the king prob- 
ably was held by Hast, the sole 
hope of the contract rested on the 
possibility of bringing home four 
heart tricks. In only one way could 
this be done: The spade ace 
should have been followed by the 
lead of a low heart from dummy’s 
long suit. Later, when declarer re- 
gained the lead with one of his 
aces, he should have risked every- 
thing on a successful heart finesse 
and Break. It is true that this 
might have cost him an extra trick 
put, considering the mess he already 
was in, it was by far the shrewdest 
‘plan. Since he would have been 
lucky enough to find the heart king 
onside and the adverse hearts 
breaking 3-3, this correct play 
would have made the enormous dif- 
ference of a fulfilled contract, game 
and rubber.

LONDON, 
J. TAAFFE of the Glasby 
W Lumber Co., Newark, N. J., 
®writes, “Will you kindly ad- 
vise me where I may obtain a book 
covering wines—when and how to 
use them?” 

I’m sorry, old man, but I cannot 
help you out. I’m especially sorry 
because the subject interests me 
very much. From ‘time to time I’ve 
come across notices of books on 
this subject but none of the reviews 
made a profound impression upon 
me. I’m afraid that you and I are 
up against it until, in my next in- 
carnation, I write a comprehensive 
work myself. When I do, I'll com- 
mence at the age of 30 and keep 
on writing until I’m 70. 

In the meantime I would suggest 
that you apply to the public library 
in your town. I once lived in Mont- 
clair, N. J., and became acquainted 
with the Newark library. The 
people in charge are obliging and 
intelligent. If they cannot answer 
your question on the dot they will 
go to a lot of pains to obtain the 
information that you seek. They 
are really very nice people—and I 
speak from experience. 

You will not have the slightest 
trouble in obtaining a list of all the 
books on wines that have been 
published in the last 10 years. But 
if you are sufficiently interested 
to pursue the subject philosophi- 
cally, I'm sure that you will not find 
a single book that expounds the 
vinous panorama exhaustively 
enough to satisfy you. 

As a matter of fact, a knowl- 
edge of wine cannot be conveyed 
in a book any more than a knowl- 
edge of love canbe conveyed on 
printed sheets. The field. is too 
vast and the element of personal 
taste is too great to be encom- 
passed by either one or a hundred 
writers, 

* ° * 
™m™ ONSIDER just a list of the 
world’s wines by itself. I had 
a distinguished guest at my 
home in New York, years ago, 
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and, gave him a glass of delicious, 
cool, white wine. I asked him to 
make a guess at its origin. It hap- 
pened that he had lived in France 
and had had experience in drinking 
wines. He guessed: Chablis, Mon- 
trachet, Pouilly and other familiar 
brands of French wine. When I 
told him that it was a wine from 
South Africa he just gasped. 

Here in London you find wines 
from Australia; New Zealand, Tas- 
mania and other countries that are 
just as fine as the greatest vintages 
of French, Italian or German 
wines. In Yugoslavia, only a 
month ago, I tasted wonderful 
wines of whose existence I was 
ignorant before. And one of the 
best came from Palestine. 

* . * 

HEN there is the element of 
T personai taste. Some people 

like a sweet wine, some like a 
dry wine. You can learn nothing 
on this score from a book. You 
must taste the wine. Two of the 
world’s most famous and most 
expensive wines are Tokay, from 
Hungary and Chateau Yquem, 
from France. If I ever write 
that book that I’m threatening, I'll 
put them both down as grand 
wines for them as likes ‘em. But 
I can’t drink them, They’re too 
sweet and cloying for my de- 
graded palate. I honestly prefer 
the cheap wine that the local 
farmer drinks. And no writer 
could ever convince me that those 
swell wines are better for my 
taste. (I’m getting wobbly about 
that book of. mine.) : 

Then there is the question of what 
kind of wine one ought to drink 
at meals with certain food, In this 
regard, a book may be helpful to 
inform you as to what is de rigueur, 
what is the custom, what does the 
average person prefer. To me, the 
consensus of opinion is a mess of 
tripe. There are writers who will 
tell you that it is a crime to drink 
champagne or Burgundy with 
oysters or fish. “Those writers 
have such a vogue that even a 
headwaiter will correct you if 
you order those wines with sea 
food. Between you and me, Mr. 
Taaffe, I’ve told many a head- 
waiter to go to hell. What the 
dilletanti do not understand is 
the real relation of the wine to 
the oyster. It may be the wine 
that you want—with the oyster as 
an afterthought. Or it may be 
viee versa. And there have been 
times when I have insisted on 
beer or ale. 

You must always let your per- 
sonal taste be your guide. And 
there, no book can help you. To 
follow the crowd is a blunder, to 
begin with. Of course, your taste 
may change.* Let it change, But 
be true to your own palate, It’s 
the only one you'll ever have.
